Subject: Ancient QRP Club 


Hi Gang, 


Whilst chatting to Wayne Burdick at Dayton I explained that we had in the 
UK a QRP club just after WW1l. He suggested I write it up for the net. 


In 1949 a group of amateurs decided to start a QRP club and called it 
the QRP Society of Great Britain. It was founded " to widen interest in 
the low power field of amateur radio transmission by creating a bond 
between QRP enthusiasts wherever they may live" 


The Hon Secretary at that time was a Mr John Whitehead of Walton on Thames 
Membership at that time for full membership was 10 shillings which 
equates by todays standard to 50 pence or about 75 cents per year! 


It may be of interest to see that "The agreed maximum power to be used for 
any QSO shall be 5 watts input to the final stage" 

It is strange to see that the xoverseas*x members could use up to 

four times this power and were permitted a maximum of 20 watts. 


The xoverseas* members dealing with membership included... 
Canada VE7BS, AUSTRALIA VK7EJ, N RHODESTA VQ2W, HOLLAND PAOXE 
DENMARK OZ5U, SWEDEN Mr Larson, USA W2QHH & W2EQS. 


There was a TRF section, a Student section , a Model Control section 
and an affiliated clubs section. 


Various contests were held including the "200" contest in two parts, 
The first to provide proof of working 200 British counties with 50 of each 
on the bands 1.8Mc, 3.5Mc and 7Mc with a power level of not more than two 


watts. 

Part 2 covered a year from 1/1 until 31/12 and a cup donated by 

GC2CNC (it would now be GJ2CNC) was given to the highest score obtained 
in similar lines. 


The C - Z contest was an annual fight for SWLs on all HF bands 


The TOP BAND Panel was an SWL contest for the highest number of countries 
heard on top band. 


There were also 144Mc contests with "a maximum of 3 watts HT" 


I have a couple of newsletters dated 1954 giving most of the 

above information and showing the officers to be ... 

President E Banks GC2CNC 

PAST PRESIDENT A MILNE G2MI ( also president of the RSGB) 

Press & Publicity V Brand G3JNB (currently advertising manager of RadCom) 


A mobile rally was held in 1954 to promote the hobby and it may be 
surprising to see an ATV stand along with the usual club stands. 

I have a lot of information on this show including the stand layout 

used, some newspaper cuttings and a pile of QSL cards of those attending. 


All of this information is available to any seriously interested person 
but it is ONLY available at my home. I will not part with it! 


As an aside, the widow of the late secretary has many other newsletters 

and the publicity officer Victor Brand is well known to me, It was through 
him that I got all this information. I also understand that this remaining 
information will come to me at a later date. 


Finally, this club ceased to exist sometime in the mid 1950's 
I have yet been unable to find out exactly when. 


So...... Was this the oldest QRP club known? 
or do you know differently.

Hi Charles, 


The Peak mode works for CW, SSB and Data (Amtor, Rtty). It seems to work 
better for digital modes like CW and Amtor. There are probably easier for the 
software to reconize and act on quickly. SSB is a little harder to understand 
but the noise reduction is sometimes enough of a benefit to offset this. The 
JPS company, has a NRF-10 thats designed to work especially well with SSB 
(automatic notch that eliminates up to 4 tones at one time) and their NRF-7 
is designed for the QSK CW operator, but also has some SSB features. I'm 
hoping the NRF-12 contains the best features from both units. It has dual 
processors for increased noise reduction. 


DSP isnt a cure all but its the best thing going for reducing noise and 
operator fatique, that i've found. I use I.F. filters 500 and 250 hz (i've 
found 250 to be too narrow and too touchy for most signals) and audio SCAF 
filters (which work well as long as their isnt a strong adjacent signal near 
your freq. A combination of I.F. filters, audio SCAF filters and DSP seems to 


be the best approach, for controlling different types of noise and interferenc 
e that we encounter on the bands today. 


DSP chip sets are available from Motorola, Intel and other chip manufacturers. 
They take an audio signal, convert it to digital with a A-D (analog to 
digital) converter, process the information using DSP chips and user 

software, then convert it back to audio using D-A converters, then amplify 
the audio. The real difference between DSP's is the software, written by JPS, 
Timewave and others. JPS seems to be the leader in DSP's (in my opinion), as 
far as operator interfaces go. If the interface is difficult to use or time 
consuming, you wont use it as much. 


I found all the switches and options on the Timewave 59+ to be confusing, 
even after owning the unit for a year. I cant seem to set it up quickly and 
get it to do what i want. The pushbuttons put you in one mode if its pushed 
in and a different mode, when its pushed out. its hard to see if its in or 
out. Plus the lettering is so small, its very hard to read, without a bright 
light on the front panel.. they use red letters on beige background with tiny 
lettering. The JPS uses white letters on a black background, larger letters 
and fewer controls. Its easy to use and it works. The Timewave has more 
features but its much harder to use. 


I've found out that narrow filters arent always the answer and noise 
reduction software has a long way to go, before it will be really useful. 


In the middle of a contest or when the bands are open, the last thing you 
want or need to do, is start fiddling with knobs. You have to make your QSO's 
and move on, otherwise, the opportunity slips away. And, today, those 
opportunities are few and far between. 


I wouldnt give up my NRF-7, I use it every day and i take it with me on Field 
Day, every year.

Rick, 


I reviewed Derry's article (Dec. '94 QRPp) and will try to help you with 
your T1 problem: 


1) Are you using TWO of the FB43-2401 beads? If you use only one it might 
saturate. 


2) The XFMR could be built with the cores positioned end-to-end (holes in 
line), but I suspect Derry meant for them to be side-by-side (like 
binoculars). The mean path is usually shorter for the binocular form. 
This gives lower turn-to-turn capacitance and lower leakage inductance, 
both desired characteristics. 


3) "Bifilar" means you twist TWO wires (6 to 8 turns per inch) by holding 
one pair end in a vise and twisting the other pair end clamped together 
in a hand-drill chuck until you get enough turns per inch. Keep the wires 
taut while twisting. 


4) Now the twisted wires are handled as one wire (for winding) and passed 
through each core FIVE times. In the binocular form this means that "one 
turn" is a "U"-shaped pass up through one core, over to the core beside 
it, and down through that core. Do this 5 times. 


5) What you then have is a 5-turn winding very closely coupled to another 
5-turn winding. The number "5" was chosen to give adequate primary 
inductance at 3.6MHz (much higher than 12.5 Ohms) and to result in a flux 
density less than the saturation value for the core. 


6) At the 5-Watt level what we want is a 1:4 impedance step-up in order 
to present 12.5 Ohms to the drain with a 50-Ohm load. Impedance goes as 
the square of the turns ratio, so we want a 1:2 ratio. Of our two 
windings, let one be the primary (5T). If we connect the other winding in 
series with the primary, we will have twice as many turns at the end (to 
the start of the primary). Hence a 10-turn secondary. Since we are using 
the primary as one half of the secondary, think of the drain connection 
as a tap at the half-way point. This scheme is called an 
"autotransformer". The drawback is that there is no DC isolation between 
windings, hence C5 is to block the +12V DC from getting to ground through 
the antenna. 


7) So, from the "high" end of the primary winding (drain connection), 
connect the free wire at the OTHER HOLE of the "binoculars" (it comes out 
twisted to the +12V primary wire). That is the series connection. The 
remaining wire comes out of the OTHER hole and goes to C5. 


I hope this has shed some light on what may be your problem. I'm posting 
this to the "net" assuming that others may be interested in how output 
transformers work. In my 5-Watt article (March '95 QRPp) I wanted 
isolation, so I opted for separate primary and secondary 
Windings....another variation! 


Good luck and let me know if you still have problems.

I have a learning disability when it comes to understanding bifilar 
transformers. For those of you who have built the amplifier I have a 
question. (Derry, Ve7qk, gone for weekend so I am bugging you guys.) 

I get 500 mw out of my epiphyte and currently 3.5 watts out with the amp. 
Measurements with wattmeter (Diamond sx600). I get 12.5 volts with rf 
probe at antenna witch certainly suggests something close to 3.5 watts 
out as well. 

Now, this is supposed to be a 4:1 step up transformer although how 5 
bifilar turns does this I am still not sure. If the two ends of the same 
wire are connected to drain of qi I get .3v at qi and antenna: ie. 1:1 
and no output. If I "cross" wires I get my 3.5 watts out. However, my 
probe says 13 volts at qi drain and 12.5v at antenna. At first I thought 
this made sense as I anticipated a little loss in the low pass filter but 
then it occured to me that maybe I should see a 4:1 increase in rf volatge. 


I am sure you can see by this disscussion that I am not an electrical 
engineer mondays thru friday! ;-) This is driving me nuts, I need to get 
it sorted out so I can build my sierra 30 m module in time for June 1!

Rick, 


13.5V at the drain and 12V at the antenna jack sounds like about the 
right ratio. Its not high attenuation in the filter, though. Its because 
the drain has lots of harmonic voltage. The filter takes most of it out, 
so the RF probe shows lower voltage at the antenna jack (mostly 
fundamental frequency) . 


Sorry, but I'm not very familiar with the Epiphyte Amp, so can't help 
with the winding problem at this time. If you don't get a good answer 
from someone else, let me know and I'll look up the Amp article. I was in 
the transformer business for 17 years so should be able to help.

I haven't done the simulations myself as desribed in the article, 
however the write-up's data shows close agreement between their Spice 
simulation and the published performance curves from the device's data 
sheet. They modeled power output (compression curves), power gain, 
power dissipation and efficiency. 


One final comment from the article is that it takes a number of cycles 
for the simulation to stabilize (at least 15 they quoted) so be sure 
to run your transient simulation long enough for things to settle 

down before taking any data from your simulation curves.

expected. His final caveat was build the bloody thing and then test it, 
and he reluctantly admitted that SPICE did get him in the general 
ballpark on values.

No offence to those who operate QRP was intended Eric. "The Local 
QRPer" was a character invented by Hugh Cassidy, WA6AUD. Hugh Cassidy was 
the author of The West Coast DX Bulletin that was published for 10 years or 
so in the 70's. The Local QRPer, The Old Timer, Red-Eyed Louie, the Palos 
Verdes Sundancers, etc. were used in Cass's editorials. The Local QRPer was 
and is not to be taken as a true QRP operator. In WA6AUD's own words, 
quoted from Martti Laine's Book, Where do We Go Next, the Local QRPer was 
described as follows: 


"The Local QRPer was the other end of the board. The Local was the 
embodimentof the young, the new or the late-comers to DXing. The QRPer had 
the energy, the interest and always abundant motivation. He wanted to know 
everything about DXing, he came up the hill with endless questions, a desire 
to know and an unflagging determination to improve both himself and his DXCC 
totals. Often the Locals would have a session with the Old Timers seeking 
wisdom, asking puzzling questions but frequently showing an unexpected grasp 
of the complexities of DXing. Generally they were pictured as those DXers 
around the 150 mark on the DXCC list. Enough on-band experience to perform 
creditably but needing a lot of answers and advice. They knew, but they did 
not know. Some had yet to learn the hidden meanings of 'DX IS!' Local 
QRPers were the formidable ones." 


So, I hope you see from WA6AUD's explanation of the Local QRPer, that 
this character had nothing to do with the amount of power used. Any stories 
I post, or have posted, are a tribute Hugh Cassidy and the brilliant writing 
style of the West Coast DX Bulletin. These characters and writing style had 
a massive following in the 70's and much of it still exists today. DX IS!
